CEREBROSPINAL MENINGITIS. 
Arkansas. 

A report was received by telegraph, January 1, that there was an 
outbreak of cerebrospinal meningitis at Lepanto, Poinsett County, 
Ark. On January 6, Dr. Morgan Smith, secretary of the Arkansas 
State Board of Health, reported by telegraph that the meningitis 
situation at Lepanto had improved — that there had been 25 cases 
with 17 deaths, and that no new cases had occurred on January 5 or 6. 

On January 7 he telegraphed that there had been no new cases for 

three days.

The Kansas State Board of Health reports that during November, 
1912, there were notified in the State cases of cerebrospinal menin- 
gitis as follows: Brown County, 1 case; Jackson County, 1 case;

The Secretary of the Tennessee State Board of Health reported 
by telegraph January 8 that there was an outbreak of cerebrospinal 
meningitis in Dyer County, Tenn.; that there had been 91 cases, or 
suspected cases, with 41 deaths; that the outbreak was under con- 
trol; and that on January 6 only 3 new cases had been reported.
